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6.  SPOUSE  EMPLOYMENT  AND  FAMILY  ECONOMIC  SITUATION 


The  results  of  the  1985  DoD  Spouse  Survey  provide  an  opportunity  to  explore 
how  military  families  have  adapted  to  recent  changes  In  the  roles  of  women 
In  American  society,  Including  the  Increases  In  the  labor  force  participa¬ 
tion  by  married  women,  especially  those  with  small  children.  Tables  In 
this  chapter  present  data  on  three  main  topics.  The  first  Is  wives' 
participation  In  paid  employment,  their  role  as  volunteers  In  the  military 
and  civilian  community,  and  the  effects  of  the  husband's  military  career  on 
their  employment  (Tables  6.1-6.60).  The  second  topic  Is  the  family's  eco¬ 
nomic  situation.  Including  Information  on  the  wife's  earnings,  the  family's 
total  Income,  and  satisfaction  with  family  Income  (Tables  6.61-6.76).  The 
third  Is  employment  and  occupations  of  civilian  husbands  of  women  enlisted 
personnel  and  officers  (Tables  6.77-6.82). 

The  first  tables  on  wives'  employment  and  volunteer  work  describe  the  em¬ 
ployment  status  and  the  kinds  of  employment  held  by  wives  employed  In  the 
civilian  labor  force  (Tables  6.1-6.10)  and  their  occupations  (Tables  6.11- 
6.12).  Factors  that  contributed  to  employed  wives'  decision  to  work  are 
described  In  Tables  6.13-6.22.  Reasons  why  women  left  their  last  Job,  by 
current  labor  force  status  and  other  factors,  are  shown  In  Tables  6.23  and 
6.24. 


Data  on  women's  volunteer  work  are  presented  In  Tables  6.25-6.32.  Tables 
6.33-6.38  describe  women's  knowledge  of  and  satisfaction  with  employment 
services  for  military  spouses.  Tables  6.39-6.46  present  data  on  whether 
women  can  find  work  at  their  current  locations  that  fits  their  formal  and/¬ 
or  volunteer  training,  skills  and  experience.  For  women  In  civilian  em¬ 
ployment,  Tables  6.47-6.50  describe  how  much  the  current  Job  uses  the 
woman's  training.  Job  skills  or  experience,  and  Tables  6.51-6.54  show  how 
much  spouses  feel  the  member's  military  Job  Interferes  with  the  wife's 
civilian  employment.  Data  on  the  woman's  assessment  of  her  likelihood  of 
finding  a  good  civilian  Job  If  the  husband  left  the  Service  are  shown  In 
Tables  6.55-6.60. 
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Data  on  wives'  1984  earnings  are  presented  In  Tables  6.61-6.66,  and  1984 
family  Income,  by  wife's  labor  force  status,  earnings,  and  other  factors. 

Is  shown  In  Tables  6.67-6.70.  Satisfaction  with  family  Income  Is  described 
In  Tables  6.71-6.76. 

Data  on  employment  and  occupations  of  civilian  husbands  of  women  military 
members  are  shown  In  Tables  6.77-6.82.  These  Include:  prior  military 
service;  current  employment  status;  and  occupation.

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7.  FAMILY  ISSUES  FOR  DUAL-MILITARY 
AND  SINGLE-PARENT  MILITARY  FAMILIES 


For  the  most  part,  the  analyses  of  fanlly  Issues  for  the  present  report 
focus  on  the  failly  life  situation,  needs,  and  experiences  of  faMlIles  In 
which  the  illltary  letber  Is  an  enlisted  aan  or  officer  and  the  spouse  Is  a 
civilian  wife.  In  addition  to  these  faillles.  there  Is  Increasing  interest 
on  the  part  of  the  illltary  about  the  situations  and  probleis  of  families 
In  which  both  spouses  are  members  of  the  active-duty  force  (dual -illltary 
couples)  and  ones  In  which  the  military  member  Is  a  single  parent. 

This  chapter  focuses  on  family  Issues  affecting  these  two  kinds  of  military 
families.  The  data  for  these  analyses  come  from  the  Member  Survey.  Data 
on  military  Issues  involving  these  families  are  presented  In  the  report  and 
supplementary  tabulations  from  the  1985  DoD  Member  Survey.^  Data  presented 
In  this  chapter  Include:  the  distribution  of  families  by  type  (Tables  7.1- 
7.2),  and  the  location  of  dual -military  couples  (Tables  7. 3-7. 6);  the  ef¬ 
fects  of  children  on  responsiveness  to  the  needs  of  military  Jobs  (Tables 
7.7-7.10);  and  problems  with  last  PCS  move  (Tables  7.11-7.12)  and  feelings 
about  current  location  (Tables  7.13-7.14),  by  type  of  family.
